SHOOTING IN CLAYSVILLE. 



Slain Negro Threatened Para- 
mour, Who Appealed to Offi- 
cer—Coroner's Inquest

Dave Milton, a negro, was shot and 
instantly kiklled yesterday morning at 
about 11:30 o'clock by Patrolman Fred 
Link, after he had made an attempt 
to draw a revolver on the officer, who 
was acting in the discharge of his 
duty. 

The killing took place in the negro 
suberb of Claysville and was the re- 
sult of the officfal attempting to stop 
the ne^^io who it i.s alleged had theat- 
ened to do harm to a negro woman by 
the name of Mag Overtree, with whom 
htf was living. 

Appeals to Officer. 

Yesterday morning about 11 o'clock 
the negro woman applied to Patrol- 
man Link to accompany her to Clays- 
ville and assist her in securing some 
clothing in the house where she and 
Milton lived as she was going to leave 
him for fear he would do her bodily 
ham. Accordini^ to the woman Mil- 
sions and had yesterday morning used 
sions and had yesterday morining used 
threatening words toward her. 

Patrolman Link met the woman at 
the corner of Vine and Winnie 
streets, while riding in the delivery 
wagon of C. P. Cook & Co., and in 
company with James Day the driver 
of the automobile. Thinking the 
woman was loitering on the street 
he asked her what business she had 
in that vicinity whhen ttie woman told ; 
her story 

Went to Claysville. 

Link agreed to accompany the wo- 
man to Claysville in an effort to se- 
cure her clothing and when they 
-reached the home of Milton he was 
coming out on the street. Leaving 
the woman he walked rapidly in the 
direction of Milton and commanded 
him to stop. The negro seeing the 
officer, paid no attention to the com- 
mand, whereupon Link asked him to 
wait as tlie woman desired to get her 
clothing. He then broke into a run, 
going ill tlie direction of the Louisville 
& Nashville railroad crossing, when 
Link told him if lie did not stop he 
would put him under arrest. 

According to the story of Link, the 
negro looked behind him and said, 

"I'll kill you, you d- white s . 

before you'U ever arrest me," and he 
contin^d to run in a stooped posl- 
tio&. at the same time attempting to 
get his revolver out of his belt. 
Bullet Enters Left Side. 

Seeing this move Patrolman Link 
drew his revolver and fired, one shot, 
which took effect in Milton's body. 
He dropped the revolver which he 
held in his and after walking about 
ten steps dropped dead in front of the 
door of Nannie Field. The revolver 
belonging to the negro was picked up 
in front Of the home cl George ESlis, 
colored. 

The shooting took place in view of 
but few witnesses, but a large number 
were attracted by the sound of the 
shot and soon a number gathered 
around the scene of the killing. Link 
went to the negro who was lying on 
his face in the road and turned him 
over. He was later taken into his 
home. 

The bullet from the revolver of Pa- 
trolman Link, which was a Winchester 
Special of o8-caliber, entered Milton's 
left side about three inches to the left 
Of the center and ranged up, passing 
entirely through the body and lodging 
under the skin about two inches be- 
low the right nipple. The nature of 
the wound and the course of the bul- 
let took indicated that the negro was 
running in a stooped position with his 
left side turned to the officer. 

Feared Officers Victim. 
Coroner Rudolph Davis and Dr. Wil- 
liam Kenney were soon on the scene 
I and the former order the body moved, 
i Dr. Kenney removed the bullet which 
I was turned over to Coroner Davis to- 
i gether with the revolver belonging 
I to the negro. The weapon which was 
i a 32-calibre U. S. contained five I6ad- 
I ed cartridges. 

[ The Overtree woman stated yesler- 
! day in the presence of a number of 
I witnesses that she was afraid of Mil- 
! ton, who had threatened her life sev- 
, eral times and frequently whipped 
her. It is alleged that three days ago 
the negro shot three times at her, the 
ttifficulty between them arising over 
some trivial matter. She said she 
feared to live with him any longer 
and was preparing to get her clotiiing 
that she might take her departure. 
Body Prepared for Burl^ 
Milton came to this city about a 
year ago from Shorter, Ala.,and has 
since been employed as a section 
hand in the Louisville & Nashville 
railroad yards and as a laborer on 
railroad construction. He was aged 
about twenty-five years. 

The body was taken to the under- 
taking establishment of Mr^ George 
1 W. Davis where it was prepared for 
j burial and until communication can 
i be established with his relatives it 
i will remain there. It is said Milton's 
1 father resides at Shorter and a tele- 
I gram was sent him yesterday after- 
' noon. It is probable the remains will 
be shipped to that place. 

Coroner's Investigation. 
Coroner Rudolph Davis held an in- 
vestigation in the county court room 
yesterday afternoon at 4 o'clock. A

RYE AS A COVER CROP 

PREVENTS LAND WASHING 

Kem^^^fky is a land largely made up 
of rontaic, hilly, or even mountainous 
areas with most of its soil of a clay 
formation. These two conditions pre- 
sent a most faToratae coQiblnatioa for 
washing and. in nearly every part of 
the state one becomes impressed %vith 
the terrible damage done annually by 
the gullying of sloping areas caased 
by heavy rains. Com is Kentucxy's 
principal crop, especially from the 
standpoint of area planted, and this 
i crop after thorough loosening of the 
soil from cultivation during the sum- 
mer leaves the ground in perfect con- 
dition for washing and subsequent 
gullying. The most effective way of 
preventing this great damage to our 
farms is by never leaving these culti- 
vated areas open to the heavy rains 
of fall and winter, this being prevent- 
ed by providing some growing crop to 
cover the ground daring these sea- 
sons. 

Hie plant most in favor in this State 
as a cover crop is rye. This is be- 
cause of the relative cheapness of 
seed, the lateness at whidi rye can be 
sown, the comparative certainty of 
getting a stand, its degree of immuni- 
ty to winter freezing, and the pastur- 
age which the crop furnishes before 
plowing under preparatory to the next 
year's crop. 

Rye as a cover crop may be sown in 
the corn field any time from Septem- 
j ber fifteenth to October fifteenth, the 
I earlier seeding often furnishing good 
j late fall and wiiyter pastumge. It 
' would be an excellent practice if each 
I farmer would annually sow enougli 
rye as a regular crop to provide suffi- 
cient seed for planting all areas on the 
farm which would otherwise be left 
naked during the winter. 

Doubtless the only shortcoming of 
rye as a cover crop is that it does not 
fed upon nitrogen taken directly from 
the air and hence adds more of this 
valuable element of plant food to the 
soil. We must look to the so-called le- 
guminous plants to perform this func- 
tion. Hairy, or winter vetch perhaps 
best supplements this need and can be

Killed by Flying Splinter.

SUPREME COURT TO ATTACK 
TOBACCO POOLINQ ASSOCIATION

The fate of tobacco pooling associ- 
ations as well as other framers' organ- 
izations organized to get better prices 
will come before the Sui^me Conri 
in October, when an attack will be 
made upon the constitutionality of the 
Kentucky < statute les^izing tobacco 
pooling organisations. It is also said 
to be in conflict with the Sherman an- 
ti-trust law. 
The joint tobacco commission of Con 
gress, investigating the effect of for- 
eign governmental purchases of Amer- 
ican tobacco, is considering a propo- 
sal to reccommend to Virginia grow- 
ers the formation of pooling organiza- 
tions, similar to those in ICentucky, as 
the only method of getting a living 
price out of their tobacco crops. 
Should the Supremee Court annul the 
Kentucky statute, the pooling idea 
might not be available to the Vii^;itt- 
ia and Carolina growers. 

The exact status of tobacco pooling 
organizations has never been before 
the Supreme Court. It is said that 
the decision in the case will apply 
equally to al farmers* alienees formed 
to get beter prices.

They could remember only vaguely 
the first time they heard it, but they

Portage 
des Sioiux. Yumus Shome. it is said, 
is buried at Westport, in Jackson 
county, and his name — carelessly pro- 
nounced "You mus' show me," has 
passed into the vernacular of the 
state. 

It is a pretty story, and one that 
we ought to permit ourselves the 
pleasure of believing. Buc, alas, it 
is a practical age, and sooner or later 
some stickler for the fact is sure to 
come forward with the proof that 
there never was any such chief as 
Yumus Shome. The man who wrote 
to one of the daily papers concerning 
him must have had some authority for 
his statement. Indeed he had what 
looked like excellent authority. He 
found it in a scrap book, and it was 
in very good hexameter. He was sure 
that poet must have known what he 
was writing about or he would not 
have succeeded in getting his verses 
published. The material story of the 
chief appeared in a magasine called 
Kings and Queens of the Range, and 
devoted to the interests of the great 
Texas and Kansas ranchers. It was 
published while the exposition at 
Omaha was in the flower of its first 
success, and was the effect and the 
cause of "You must show me." 

It came about in this way: When 
Omaha first talked about holding a 
trans-AIississippi exposition the news- 
papers in Kansas City indulged in a 
fusilade of sartistic gibes. The idea 
Ol Omaha, the dead one, bestirring it- 
self enouirh to set up a world's fair 
was too preposterous to be accepted 
as serious. And so, when the fair 
became a fact and included among 
its days a Kansas City day, a large 
delegation went up from the Kaw 
town, each wearing a button with 
the legend, "I'm fronj Missouri. You'll 
have to show me." The ezpreaaion 
caught the public fancy and in a lit- 
tle while Missouri waa known the 
worid over aa the "Show Me State."

The annual convention of the Bible 
schools of Bourbon county was held 
at North Middletown Wednesday, and 
the gathering proved to be the great- 
est in the history of the county organ- 
izations, and in Sunday school work 
in this section of the State. Paris 
was named as the place of meeting 
for next year. The handsome new 
Christian church at ^orth Middletown 
was thrown open for the first time 
for this occasion, and in this building 
tl^e program of the day was car. ied 
ont in detail. 

People began arriving aboun nine 
o'clock, and from every part oi" the 
county visitors began to arrive in au- 
tomobiles, car'-iagefc-, buggies, and 
every sort of conveyance. Eacli t.-f 
the eleviMi ^( hoolr. :a the oomty was 
woll represenl»-cl. 

The edifice in v/lnch the conx eiiLion 
\\ps held is one. of the most attract! v^; 
in this section of the State, beiuj? 
very handsome in design, and pre- 
sents a very imposing picture. It 
!has not yet been dedicated, but ar- 
rangements are being completed to 
have the dedicatiwy exercises in Octo- 
l>er. The details have not been oom- 
pleto d and the oongregation is unwill- 
inc to have the Imilding dedicated un- 
tU all minor anancements have been 
made. 

I At the time of the opening of the 
! exercises every officer was in his 
seat and the eleven superintendents 
i of the county schools were present 
i also. The seating capacity of the 
I church, which is about eight hundred, 
I was taxed to the utmost, every avail- 
able seat being filled, and the yard 
in front of the building was crowded 
with those 

admission. An excellent program of 
music was rendered throughout the 
day by Mrs. Lou Belte Redmon, who 
presided at the organ.

H. Carey, Toledo, O., 3 shares; Sam- 
uel W. Heller, Louisville, 288 shares; 
R. B. Crane, Toledo, O., 3 shares; 
Isaac E. Kinsley, Toledo, O., 3 shares. 

Under the new articles the company 
is to begin business aft pnce a^d is to 
oontiAue for a period of twenty-five 
years, and is to carry on a business in 
the transmission of speech or sound by 
telephone or telegraph or other elec- 
trical means and the manufacture of 
any character of appliance or proper- 
ty useful in theconduct of the busi- 
ness. 

The highest amount of indebtednes 
the company can incur under the in- 
corporating articles is $250,000, and 
ty useful in the conduct of the busi- 
ers will not be subjected to the pay- 
ment of the debts of the corporation.

Did not hear Milton make any remark 
before he was shot. Cross-examined 
by C. A. McMillan the witness said 
she was afraid to go home for fear 
Milton would beat her as he had done 
so before. Identified pistol as one be- 
longing to Dave Milton. 

James Day, an employe of C. P. 
Cok, with whom Link waa riding in an 
autod elivery wagon when the 
woman appealed to the pcrfiee officer. 
Left Link' after Mag Overtree told 
him she was afraid to go h<»ne. I 

Nannie Field testified that she wks 
making bread at her home when she 
heard a shot and looking -out heard a 
cry, "Lord, have mercy." Saw Link, 
who caled to lier to come out. She 
saw Milton's pistol lying in front of 
George Ellis' house, and the negro 
was layingg in front of her gate on his 
face. I^ink turned the negro over. 
Link called her attention to negro's 
revolver. 

Maude Johnson was around in rear 
of Miton's house when she heard the 
shot. Did not see anything and only 
heard Milton's cry after being shot. 

Dan Oatright waa at home and 
heard shot. Saw smoke tram revolv- 
er. 'Did not know Milton very well. 
Had seeh him with revolver several 
times. Link was running in dilution 
of way he shot. Passed out of view 
behind a hedge fence. Was attracted 
first by pistol shot and saw nothing 
before that. 

Henry .Johnson was in rear yard. 
Did not see shootins nor hear any re- 
marks. ^Went out in orad after shoot- 
ingan dsaw Daye in road. Identified 
revolver as belonging to Milton. 

Coroner Davis took stand and told 
jury the nature of the wound which 
caused the death of Milton and also 
gave description of locality in which 
the kiling occurred. The jury was 
taken to the undertakking establish- 
ment of Geo. W. Davis, where the re- 
moins were viewed. 

Louis Lilleston was on the ground 
shortly after the killing and examined 
the location, giving a description to 
the jury. The jury retired and ren- 
dered the following verdict:

"We, the jury, find that Dave Milton j 
came to his death from a pistol \ 
wound fired by Patrolman Fred Link i

Jake Oppenheimer, Not^d Crim- 
inal Is Put to Death; 



Murdered Many Men— Having Added 
Several Killings to His Record 
Wiiile in Prison, for One of 
Which He Hanged. 

Polsom, Cal. — "Jake" Oppenhelmer, 
known as "The Criminal of the Cen- 
tury" and "The Tiger Man," because 
of his murderous ferocity, was put to 
death on the gallows here for the mur- 
der of ^ fellow-convict in Folsom 
prison. 

Oppenhelmer was probably one of 
the most remarkable criminals of the 
age. He had at least four murders 
to his credit and innumerable murder- 
oas assaults. He oommeaeed his 
criminal career when a boy. Dis- 
charged by the superintendent of a 
telegraph company in San Francisco, 
he thereupon shot and killed the of- 
ficiaL 

Oppenhelmer. In some waj, "beat 
t&e case," but* three years later was 

sentenced to fifty years' Imprisonment 
for robbing a drug store. This severe 
sentence was given him because of 
evidence showing tliat he was a dan- 
gerous and habitoal criminal. A man 
named Ross testified against Oppen- 
helmer at his trial, at which time "The 
Man Tiger' swore to be revenged. 

Not long after Oppenheimer's ar- 
rival at Folsom prison, Ross was sent 
there as a convict Oppenhelmer wait- 
ed for him at the gate and stabbed 
him to death before the guards could 
interfere. A short time later Oppen- 
helmer murdered a guard named Mc- 
Donald. As punishment he was placed 
in solitary conflnement, but obtaining 
a file he made his way out and at- 
tacked a fellow-convict named John 
Wilson with a butcher knife. Wilsoh 
died a few days later. 

In 1901 the state legislature passed 
a law imposing the death penalty upon 
any prisoner who should make an as- 
sault upon a prison official or a fellow- 
prisoner. Under this law, Oppenhei- 
mer was tried in October. 1907, for 
the murder of Wilson. He was found 
guilty, and was sentenced to die on 
June 6, 1908. 

Apparently supplied with plenty of 
r :n;u V, Oppenhelmer fought his case 
ail the way up to the Supreme court 
of the TJnited States, but finally lost. 
He then endeavored to obtain his 
freedom by writ of habeas corpus, but 
in vain. 

While awaiting the decision of the 
courts in his efforts to save himself 
from the gallows, Oppenlieimer was 
kept in strict confinement at the Fol- 
som prison. There he coatinued his 
criminal career with unequaled cun- 
ning and ferocity. In company with 
two other criminals, prisoners. J. W. 
Flnley and San Francisco Quijada, Op- 
penhelmer made an attempt to break 
out of the prison at midnight on Jan- 
uary 4, 1010, by sawing the bars of 
their cell. "They would have succeed- 
' (1 had not Night Captain Quigmire 
j delected thrm sneaking along the cor 
ridor. 

I Quijada, a half-breed Ya^ui Indian, 
had attacked some of the prison guards 

I several years before and had been sen- 
tenced to death under the law of 1901. 
I lie app<-ai<-(] to the courts, and his 
I casf was pending at the time when 
: Opper.heimer began his fight for his 
I life. There was considerable ill-feel- 
i ing between the two prisoners from 
J tl'.e very beginning, and their mutual 
hatred increased in the course of time. 
The climax came in September of 1901. 
when one morning Quijada challenged 
Oppenhelmer to a combat for life, 
while the pris<Mieni were permitted to 
exercise In the corridor of the prison. 

Oppenlieimer, who had secretly pre- 
pared himself for such an emergency, 
flung himself upon the Indian and 
stabbed him to death with a sharp 
piece of steel, wkldi he hai picked up 
in .the prison yard several months be- 
fore, and which he had secreted In his 
mattress ever since. *

Ancker took fre- 
quent small nips of brandy, smoked 
cigars, drank boiled water only and 
ate sparingly. 

Ancker bribed a bumboatman to 
set him ashore at Pera on the oppo- 
site shore.
